Is Near $3,000,000, 

Newmarket Is Over 

General Canvass Total Exceeds Objective By 
SI 69,000, An Mimcipalities Stand High In loan 



North York went gloriously 
over its objective of $2,150,000 
with a total of $2,319,850 for the 
general canvass, with minor addi- 
tions possibly still to be made. 

Special names subscriptions of 
$667,100 made the total $2,980,950. 

Newmarket subscribed $357,- 
300, with an objective of $325,000. 
This total was for general can- 
vass only. 

East Gwillimbury made a re- 
markable showing, with $181,450 
subscribed against a $135,000 
objective. Victory loan organizer 
H. L. Trapp attributed this result 
to the hard work of the canvass- 
ers and the co-operation of town- 
ship citizens. 

1 All municipalities were close to 
their objectives. North Gwillim- 
bury subscribed $47,450 (object- 
ive $65,000), Georgina $61,000 
(objective $65,000) and Sutton 
$51,300 (objective GO.000). 

Horace Pearson. Mount Albert, 
won the prize of $50 given by 
Chairman Aubrey Davis for the 
best showing made by a can- 
vasser for the entire loan. C. C. 



Gamble, Newmarket, won the 
second prize of $20. 

Reeve Fred A. Lundy said at 
a town council meeting on Mon- 
day evening that Newmarket's 
total was "remarkable." Deputy- 
Reeve A. D. Evans spoke with 
pride of the Davis Leather em- 
ployees' total of $27,100 against 
an objective of $20,750.

Jewish Nazi Victim Is 

Not Yet At Journey's End 



Gustav Weil Spent Last 

Summer On Yonse St., 

Newmarket, Farm 

A German Jewish refugee, Gus- 
tav Weil spent last summer on the 

farm of Arthur E. Boyd, Yonge 
St., Newmarket, but at that time 
he wns not ready to have his 
story published. He told The Era 
and Express of his experiences hut 
he was afraid that publicity might 
he a breach of his Canadian intern- 
ment camp parole. 

Now he ia living In Montreal, it 
seems, and he has given his story 
to the press, in Germany, he told 
The Era and Express, he was a 
farmer. He began growing tobac- 
co and gradually became a cigar 
manufacturer. He was quite ;-uo- 
cexsful. 

The Nazis arretted him. along 
with other Jews, on Nov. 10, 1938. 
Ife said that he was beaten. He 
was released after 11 days, and 
the following May he wan one of 
nearly a thousand Jew in h refugees 
who were allowed to sail on What 
was later described as "the suicide 
hhip," the St I»uls. for Havana, 
Cuba. A change in the Cuban 
government resulted in the can- 
cellation of entry permit* and the 
St. IxjuIs sailed up and down th'; 
North American coast vainly seek- 
ing' permission to land her pas- 
sengers. 

Despairing passengers leapt 
overboard rather than return to 
Europe. The St. Louis sailed back 
to Antwerp, and the refugees were 
accepted by Holland, France, Bel- 
glum and Britain. Mr. Well found 
hlmHelf* in Britain. He was put 
Into an Internment camp when 
Britain rounded up enemy aliens In 
1910. He was transferred to a 
Canadian camp the same year. 

He was released last summer 
to work at the Boyd farm. While 
In Newmarket he spoke at a New- 
market Women's Institute fair In 
the Interests of the third Victory 
loan. 

Mr. Well, who had lost his first 
wife In Germany, was married 
while at the Boyd farm to an 
American Jewess. a daughter 
living In the United States was 
the means of bringing together 
Mr. Well and his second wife. 
The wedding was a colorful event.

Born in Newmarket on May 23. 
3S5S. Albert Evelyn Roe died on 
Friday evening. May 15. at his 
summer residence. "Glenroe," on 
Bayview Ave*, near Toronto, after 
an illness of a few months. 

He had resided on Bedford Road 
in Toronto for many years and up 
to the time of his retirement was 
an official in the crown lands de- 
partment of the Ontario govern- 
ment. The body was brought to 
Newznarket and laid in the chapel 
of Roadhouse and Rose until the 
time of the funeral on Monday 
afternoon, when a service was 
held at 3t. Paul's church, conduct- 
ed bv Rev. U I. Greene, rector of 
St. Mary Magdelene's church, Tor- 
onto, assisted by Rev. G- H. John- 
son, rector of St. Paul's. The body

The central com- 
mittee hopes that our response will 
be generous, because it is their in- 
tention to present the Ontario 
proceeds to Madame Chiang-Kai-

Councillor Spillette Says Prosecutions Are 

Needed To Make Quarantine Respected 



Why the public schools were 
closed and the separate school 
allowed to carry on. was asked by 
Councillor J. U Spillette at a town 
council meeting on Monday even- 
ing. As a result, he said, the 
theatre had to admit separate 
school pupils and refuse to admit 
public school children. 

"I don't know any town that has 
ns littlo respect for quarantine as 
this town." said Mr. Spillette. "I 
see children running nround with 
shawls around their necks. They 
have mumps one day and they arc 
out the next. It Is a lack of enre 
on the part of parents. Two oi- 
three prosecutions are needed." 

"I think the reason the separate 
school was not closed was that 
there were no cases there," said 
Councillor Joseph Vale. Mr. Vale 
said that "quarantine taws arc not 
enforced In Newmarket." 

Mayor Dr. L. \V. Dales arrived at 
this point, and the chairman. 
Reeve F. A. Lundy, repeated Mr. 
Spllletto's question ns to '*why nil 
the schools were not closed." 

"It is a matter for the board of 
health." sold Dr. Dales.

"When I was a kid we had to 
stay In when we were quaran- 
tined," said N. L. Mathews, K. C, 
town clerk and solicitor, who 
thought that quarantine could be 
enforced without a school nurse. 

Mr. Lundy said that Mr. Spillette 
should direct his Inquiry to th* 
hoard of heatth.

TELLS STORY OF HOI 
WHO SERVE ON SIMP 



The story of a destroyer, the 
H.M.S. Torrin which went down 
in the Battle of Crete, Noel Cow- 
ard's "In Which We Serve?, 
which comes to the Royal theatre^ 
Aurora, on Monday for six days; 

shows in dramatic manner how 
the men who sail in this ship are 
bound to her in love and sacri- 
fice, yet live their own lives apart 

in the warm circle of their 
families. 

From the launching of the Tor- 
rin, until its last moments whea 
it lies sntlly on its side In the 
war-filled Mediterranean, it i* 
the ship in which they serve 
steadfastly and gallantly, and for 
whose glory many of them lose 
their lives under the bombs of the 
enemy. 

Yet behind this life of membcrs- 
of the royal navy, who keep the 
ship's guns blazing until the 
waters of the sen flow -ovor 
them, is their own life as '.hus- 
band or lover or father. As the 
Torrin sinks at Crete and the 
survivors cling to a rubber float 
awaiting rescue, the camera re- 
turns to scenes in the lives of 
some of them— of Capt. Kinross, 
played by Noel Coward, of his 
chief petty officer, Walter Hardy, 
nnd of Ordinary Seomnn Shorty 
Blake. 

The Hnrdys ure scon around 
the table nt Christmas, Jnughing 
and singing and making speeches, 
and Shorty nnd Mi's. Blake on 
their honeymoon enjoying the 
brief moments of joy before he 
goes back to the sea nnd the 
war. The Kinross family is seen 
with young hnvinia and Bobby, 
enjoying a picnic and drinking in 
the quiet and beauty of the Eng- 
lish country-side— while plane* 
fly ominously overhead. 

And later, bombs fall fhrmigl 
the roof of the Hardy home nni 
kill Mrs, Hardy, who refused to 
move on to shelter in the country 
because she couldn't leave her 
husband's garden— or his home 

Through all these episodes of 
home life, the thread of the war 
is subtly woven— women and 
children living not only bereft of 
father and husband, but living in 
anxiety and on the brink of sor- 
row or horror to come.

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JUSTICE 

In Canada we are proud of our courts of justice. 
There are errors, but justice predominates. The 
person who is accused of a serious crime is not 
only entitled to tell his side of the story, but it 
he does not employ a lawyer to act for mm, the 
court will provide counsel. And then the accused 
person is not guilty just because a majority of 
the jury" say thai he is. He is not guilty until all 
12 say that he is. The most important person in 
this court of justice is the presiding officer, the 
judge. He guards jealously the traditions of 

British justice. .._,.,* « fcA 

When an accused person is found guilty, tne 

judge must then exercise all his wisdom in meting 
out the sentence. Tne injured person or the in- 
jured person's relatives do not determine the 
punishment. The judge, free from feelings of 
bitterness, revenge, hatred, determines, within 
the limits set by the criminal code, the punish- 
ment. 
The punishment is partly calculated to reform 

or influence for the better the person punished, 
and partly calculated to deter others from similar 
mistakes. The judge requires great wisdom. This 
is particularly true in dealing with young or first 
or second-time offenders, persons for whom there 
xs real hope of return to normal behavior. 

So it should be when this war is over. Those 
who determine what is to happen to the Axis 
countries should not be those of us who feel that 
we have been injured. Benes, of much-wronged 
Czechoslovakia, for instance, who advocates 
breaking Germany up into a number of small 
states, is obviously not an impartial judge. People 
who have themselves felt the direct impact of 
wax are not impartial or wise judges. 

It is so difficult to know where to fin$J fair or 
wise judges, whose decisions would have a real 
chance of leading to permanent peace, that there 
is much to be said for the frequently suggested 
plan of waiting five or ten years before making 
the permanent settlement. 



WHO WILL PAY? 

When a group of friends or acquaintances are 
together, and there is something to pay for, a 
meal, a lunch, or a drink, everybody wants to 
pay for it. "Give me the check!'' Yet, in the 
larger group of friends, acquaintances or fellow 
citizens that makes the nation, a popular idea 
•eerns to be lo let the other fellow pay for it. We 
want social and health services provided someone 
else pays for them. We believe in hospital ser- 
vices, mothers' allowances, old-age pensions, pub- 
lic health clinics, better schools, free school books, 
but we want someone else to foot the bill. 

Y/e want these things, but we say that the 
iederal government or the provincial government 
should pay for them. We are right lo the extent 
that these governments raise a great deal of 
monay from income tax and succession duties, 
probably the fairest way to raise money, from 
those who no longer have any use for this world's 
goods. 

those who have more than they need and from 
At the present time, however, the demands on 
income tax revenue have become so heavy that 
the income tax has been broadened to fall upon 
the little people whom these social services v/ould 
help most. To make more demands on income 
tax revenue just now does not seem sensible, and 
we can expect Ihc present war demands on the; 
federal and provincial treasuries to be replaced by 
reconstruction and re-establishment demands. 

For example, if v/c are going to v/ait until the 
federal or provincial government is ready to pro- 
vide a public health clinic or a public health nurse 
for the people of Newmarket we may have a long 
wait. Here is a service of which v/e would he 
the beneficiaries, and if we are lo enjoy it v/e 
must find a way of raising Hie money ourselves. 
We would probably find that we had made a 
good investment and that the expenditure had 
saved us money and returned dividends. 

Our chief methods of raising money arc by 
public subscription or taxation on real estate. 
Taxation on real estate seems to us quite fair, 
bacause additional services provided to our cili- 
xens make the town a more desirable place to 
live and increase the value of both business and 
jreaidenlial properties.

But lo the respectable mast of the remarkable 
group of English eccentrics who inspired the 
Radical movement— Owen, Cobfactt, Hunt, Hone, 
Place, Rurdctt, and the rest— appeared in the 
same disreputable light. Carlllc was one of the 
most interesting of them, n Unplatc worker turn- 



ed pamphlet hawker, then pamphleteer and pub- I 
lisher who fought the battle for freedom to print 
with fanaticism. He had an almost mystical be- 
lief in the virtue of the printed word. 

And it was because he published cheap pamph- 
lets, anti-gox'crnment and anti-established re- 
ligion, and put Haines proscribed "Rights of Man" 
and "Age of Reason" in the hands of the masses 
that the government pursued him so vindictively. 
He spent ten years of his life in prison, and his 
family and shopmen were sent there too. but he 
fought the authorities with a persistence that 
wore them down. Our laws of blasphemous and 
seditious libel are still far from satisfactory, but. 
as Mr. Cole well says in his excellent centenary 
pamphlet, "no one can take from Carlllc the credit 
of having made the greatest stand of any man in 
the nineteenth century for freedom of speech and 
writing or of having done more than any other to 
bring the more flagrant forms of press persecu- 
tion to an end."

COST-PLUS" CONTRACTS 



(Oriilia Packet and Times) 

There is an impression abroad that the domin- 
ion government is awarding contracts on a cost- 
plus basis, and that this constitutes an incentive 
to extravagance, since the larger the expenditure 
the larger will be the percentage and the profits. 
This idea extended even to members of the house 
of commons, and during a recent discussion there, 
the Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of munitions and 
supply, took occasion to deny that this is the case, 
as is shown by this quotation from Hansard: 

Mr. Howe: I think there is a misunderstanding 
about cost-plus contracts. The ordinary person 
usually thinks of a cost-plus contract as a contract 
involving cost plus a certain percentage, so that 
the greater the volume of work the greater the 
profit. I think there is no contract of that type 
in the department. We have contracts involving 
payment of cost plus a fixed fee. For instance, 
in Newfoundland it has been impossible to arrive 
at costs. There is a certain amount of inflation 
there and costs are variable and beyond the con- 
trol of any department in Canada. There we 
have cost plus a fixed fee. A contractor is given, 
say, a $50,000 fee to do $2,000,000 of work. The 
work may cost $1,500,000 or $2,500,000. The cost 
is the cost as audited by government accountants. 
But the fee is fixed. That type of contract is used 
under certain conditions where it is not possible 
to determine costs accurately. For the same class 
of work in Canada we would use the unit price 
contract; that is, so much a yard for moving clay, 
so much a yard for rock, so much for a yard of 
concrete in place. That is the unit price contract. 
The cost plus a fixed fee type we use where costs 
cannot be determined accurately in advance by 
the department or by the contractor. Where the 
costs can be determined in advance With reason- 
able accuracy, other types of contracts are used. 
So far as I am aware we have practically no con- 
tracts — I do not know of any, but there may be a 
few — of the cost plus a percentage type. In the 
early days there may have been some. 

Mr. Howe also explained that where experience 
showed that contract prices were too high, the 
department had the right to cancel contracts or 
re-negotiate them, and to collect retroactively any 
profits that were considered excessive. This 
power extends to sub-contracts. He expressed 
the opinion that f under the system of inspection 
now in vogue, it was practically impossible for 
a contractor to get away with unreasonable 
profits. Moreover, as plants gained experience 
and efficiency, costs were coming down amazing- 
ly. Thus the Bren gun, originally contracted for 
at $G00 # was now being produced for less than 
$200, and rifles which tost $30 in a government- 
operated plant had been brought down to some- 
where around $25.

THE INDEX AND THE BONUS 

(Fori Kric Tiines*l(evieiv) 

To many people, the dominion tturcau of 
Statistics* cost-of-living index, and the cost-of- 
living bonus which is l>n<ed upon it, ate quite 
fantastic. 

Since payment of the honus was made manda- 
tory, the maximum amount allowable to imy 
worker is CO cents a week. This, of cour.se, is in 
addition to uny bonus* that had been paid before 
it became compulsory; but employers who did not 
pay the bonus before that time, only give their 
employees <i0 cents a week. And the latest index 
compiled by the dominion Hureau of Statistics 
indicates that 60 cents is what it will remain for 
some little lime to tome. 

To suggest lo the average housewife that the 
cost of maintaining her home and family now is 
no more than CO cents higher than it was several 
months ago, is to insult her intelligence. Yet 
official statements galore have been issued— and 
even booklets published and distributed— to show 
how accurately and scientifically the index is 
compiled. Actually it provide* an example of 
"an attempt to apply precision to things that do 
not permit of it"— as somebody once said about 
another matter. 

An illustration of just what n hoax has been 
played on the Canadian people is furnished by 
the order permitting restaurants to charge five 
cents extra for coffee or tea served with meals in 
which they were included formerly without Any 
additional charge. In these days when tens of 
thousands of men and women are working* hi 
munition plants away from their home towns, n 
great many people are forced to obtain all their 
meals in public eating places. On the basis of 
only two meals a day, this added charge alone 
represents art increase of 70 cents a week in their 
cost of living— against a bonus of 110 cents. 

And that is without taking into consideration 
the raised prices of virtually everything else they 
have to buy. 

It m&y be said # of course, that people don't 
have to drink tea or coffee with their meals; that 
these beverages are non-essential*. All of which 
Is true. Also, it is true that people can control 
their living costs, within certain limits, by pro- 
gressively lowering their standard of living— by 
eating boiled beans, for example, instead of beef. 
Hot to use that as an argument that the real cost 
of living is not increasing rapidly is simply begg- 
ing the question.

FARMERS NEED HHP 
SAYS NJLS. PUPIL 



Following is, an address deliver- 
ed recently by' Miss Audrey Hunt 
in the senior girls* oratorical 
contest at Newmarket high schooL 
The address is net only timely and 
interesting, but is an able presen- 
tation of a student's view of the 
farm-labor situation. 

Farm labor is one of the great- 
est problems of this war. Although 
farming does not appear to be an 
outstanding industry, its value is 
far greater than that of many 
industries considered vital to the j 
winning of the present world war.i 
Price ceilings on farm produce, 
the shortage of farming equipment 

and the scarcity of farm help have 
greatly hindered and caused con- 
srderab!* hardship to the Canadian 
farmer. 

Many former farm hands are 
now in the aimed forces or earn- 
ing higher wages in so-called vital 
war industry. That is why the 
students of Canada have been ask- 
ed to co-operate by completing 
their schcol year earlier in the 
term and volunteering to help the 
short-handed farmer. 

During the past three years the 
Canadian government has provided 
camps for young ambitious Cana- 
dians, who have no home-farm of 
their own on which to work. 
Here they are well supervised and 
cared for. as well as earning for 
themselves 23 to 25 cents an hour. 
These camps have proved very 
successful and, in many cases, 
crops which would have been lost 
have been harvested- — saving not 
only the farmer but the whole of 
Canada from serious shortages and 
loss. 

The thoughtfulness of the town 
citizens has also been of great 
value to the farmer. t*ast year 
many prominent business men gave 
up their leisure hours to harvest 
and thresh the grain crops. 

Yet, in, spite of all this, the 
farmer is still at a loss for man- 
power. Last year the hay crops 
were the heaviest they have been 
in years and the forthcoming ones 
are expected to be just as abund- 
ant. Therefore more students 
than ever will be required to 
volunteer to go out on farm labor. 
No extra school work is necessary 
to qualify the student's release at 
Raster. An average of 50 percent 
on the year's work is all that Is 
required. 

In Niagara Peninsula and some 
other parts of the province, where 
the students* services are urgently 
needed by or before April J, an 

average of 75 percent had to be 
obtained, but In most parts this 

does not apply. The work on the 
farm may prove rather difficult at 
first and there is much to learn, 
but after the first few days the 
student becomes Itccustomed to it. 
The poor, non-suspecting ama- 
teur learns the hard way that you 
don't back away from Billy, the 
goat, due to respect alone, nor do 
you bend to tie up your shoe-lace 
when the bearded gent Is around. 
But the fidelity of the farm ani- 
mate is as true as that of one's 
best friend— even Billy ia friendly 

if you don't tempt him to ex- 
tremes. 

The nuzzling of old Dobbin's 
nose In your hand, the friendly moo 
of Bessie and the over-joyed M yip M 
of Rover as you come into the 
farmyard are true signs of loyalty. 
The Idea of savage animals In the 
country la very old-fashioned, as 
really the only "wolves" now live 
In town. 

Some students would consider 
their prestige greatly lowered If 
they were to be seen in a pair of 
baggy overalls, a sun-faded shirt, 
a pair of squeaking work -boots and 

a dilapidated straw hat. Their 
Idea of a farmer is a backward 
individual known as a "h!ek H who 
lives In the remote part of the 
country or "the sticks" and leaves 
a trait of hayseeds behind him. 

But this Is by no means justi- 
fied: the farmer of today should be 
highly respected, as he is the most 
important cog in the war produc- 
tion wheel. Aa Napoteon said. "An 
army marches on its stomach," 
and It is the fanner who Is re- 
sponsible for the mass production 
of milk, meat, butter, eggs and 
cheese— the staple fooda of not 
only our army of soldiers, but our 
army of war-workers, our allies 
overseas nnd the people on the 
home front. He Is expected to 
produce as much aa possible for as 
little as possible by as few as 
possible. 

If production Is to be "stepped 
up" In the forthcoming year, 
every able-bodied student, whether 
amateur or professional, should be 
willing to do his share-that Is, 
complete his year's school work at 
Kaster nnd willingly volunteer to 
help out the farm labor shortage. 

Getting up nt 530 In the morn- 
ing may not be your Idea of a 
vacation but if the student is 
eager to learn and follow Instruc- 
tions, driving a team of horses 
won't just he plodding along hop- 
ing the horses will stop so he can 
and counting the minutes until 
quilting time, but it will give en- 
joyment to have old Dobbin do as 
ho commands and It will give satis- 
faction to sec a field of smoothly 
worked land which soon will be 
waving with golden grain. Nothing 
is more invigorating than walking 
behind n team of horses with the 
cool breeze fanning your brow 
and listening to the birds singing 
m they flutter from tree to tree. 

An Inexperienced student is not 
expected to fill a man's place on 
the farm. The good-natured farm- 
er finds enjoyment rather than 
provocation in seeing the "future 
'nrmer" vainly trying to carry a 
*.*oll of hay over his shoulder; the 
result being that the "walking 
haystack" falls In n miserable heap 
on the ground, the straw hat and 
owner beneath It. 

To give some idea of the nver- 
*go working-day on a farm, It 
usually consists of getting up nt 
i or 5.30 in the morning, feeding 
Hid watering the stock, milking 
the cows and then going in to 
breakfast about seven o'clock. 
After breakfast until noon, the 
*imo is spent working in the fields, 
which is continued in the after- 
noon until five o'clock, when 
again the chores are started and 
usually completed about 6.30 
o'clock. In the evenings, the 
young farm laborers visit the old 
swimming pool, go to a baseball 
game, or perhaps take a walk 
under the very inviting and In-

hundred years old even then. So 
I have proof positive, you see. 



"Many people will be amazed 
to learn that the government has 
neglected to provide for the ser- 
vices of chiropractors or osteo- 
paths under the proposed com- 
pulsory national health insurance 
act," writes J. R. Harrison, D.C., 
Windsor, formerly of Aurora. 

"Since the proposed compul- 
sory national health insurance act 
is so broad in scope and will 
apply to all it would seem essen- 
tial that every viewpoint be con- 
sidered carefully before its enact- 
ment into law and thus this 
letter/* writes Mr. Harrison. 

"I am a chiropractor, practis- 
ing in Ontario under provincial 
license for 18 years. In the fall 
of 191'8 I contracted flu, which 
developed into pneumonia and 
left me a physical wreck, till 
next spring being urged to try 
chiropractic I went to a chiro- 
practor at Melfort, Sask. What 
he did for me made such an im- 
pression, in spite of the fact that 
both my grandparents and father 
were medical doctors, that I de- 
cided to make this new method 
of healing my lifework and so I 
went, to the Toronto College of 
Chiropractic and graduated there. 

"Since that time thousands of 
cases have passed through my 
hands, the majority coming to me 
after trying other methods first. 
At least 80 percent of all cases 
have obtained results satisfactory 
to them and many could not put 
a money value on the benefit 
received. 

"Why cannot provision be 
made under the proposed bill so 
that chiropractors like myself can 
continue to give such service to 
our fellow citizens? Why also 
should the art ami science of 
chiropractic be ignored by the 
dominion government when it is 
recognized by four provinces in 
Canada and 40 slates in the 
U.S.A.? Hundreds of insurance 
companies grant favorable recog- 
nition to policyholders* claims 
after receiving chiropractic at- 
tention, including such well- 
known companies as the Pruden- 
tial, Aetna, Atlas, etc. Here in 
Ontario chiropractors receive 
recognition under the Workmen's 
Compensation Act, and the mini- 
mum educational standard is 
junior matriculation and a four- 
year course of nine months in 
each year. 

"Why should people who want 
manipulative treatment be forced 
lo go to a medical doctor any 
more than people should be 
forced to go to a medical doctor 
for dental work? In each case 
it would seem logical that the 
services of a man who specializes 
in such work and who has made 
a detailed study of it be employ- 
ed. Even if a medical doctor was 
qualified to perform dentistry or 
manipulative work, he cannot 
spare time from his other duties 
and these duties would doubtless 
suffer some neglect were he to 
attempt to do both. 

"Let every branch of the heal- 
ing art place the interests of the 
patient first and then co-operate 
when necessary to obtain the best 
results in the shortest time, al- 
ways remembering that the 
greatest harmony and efficiency 
result from diversity in unison 

and not. through enforced con- 
formity. 

"The freedom for which the 
United Nations are fighting can- 
not be confined to any four spe- 
cific spheres but must include 
every human activity and mist 
important of all their physical 
well-being."
